Stern, appointed after a petition 
by the city for receivership, met 
Sunday for one hour and 40 min­ 
utes with negotiators but was 
quoted by officials of the Trans 
port Workers Union <TWU) AFL- 
CIO, as saying that it would be 
"futile" to act until the state court 
acts on the appeal. 
Meeting Later 
After Sunday s session, federal 
mediator William Rose set no for­ 
mal time for resumption of the 
joint negotiations A TWC spokes­ 
man said the unum would meet 
with Stern after the state Supreme 
Court acted on the PTC's appeal 
The strike, affecting one-million 
daily riders, continued after the 
executive committee of the tran­ 
sit firm's board of directors Fri­ 
day night rejected a proposal al­ 
ready approved by the union. 
Quill said Sunday the union's 
position was that a contract signed 
by Chief Justice Stern "would be 
binding only for the length of his 
term as receiver.”

The worst snowfall of the 
winter, combined with sub 
zero 
t e m p e r a t u r e s , 
brought about new weath­ 
er miseries for Pennsyl­ 
vania today. 
A Sunday weather punch blan­ 
keted western portions of the 
state with snow ranging from 8 
to IO inches in depth and 3 to 6 
inches were reported in the east­ 
ern end. At least eight deaths 
were attributed to the weather. 
The thermometer plunged to 
nine below zero at Greater Pitts­ 
burgh Airport at 8 a. rn., break­ 
ing the record low of three below 
set in 1925 and duplicated in 1955. 
There were 17 inches of snow 
on the ground in Bradford, ll in 
Erie and Somerset. IO in Frank­ 
lin and Beaver Falls and 9 in 
Franklin. 
Road Crews Busy 
Parker reported 8 below and 
it was 2 below in Philipsburg. 
Bradford. Beaver Falls and 3 be­ 
low in Somerset. 
Cinder and salt crews worked 
around the clock in Pittsburgh 
and Philadelphia clearing away 
snow. The Pittsburgh Highways 
Department rented IO graders 
from private contractors along 
with city-owned high lifts and 
trucks. 
City and parochial* schools in 
Pittsburgh were open but classes 
were suspended in the borough 
of Mt. Oliver. Many schools in 
Washington and Fayette counties 
were closed. Some schools in sub­ 
urban areas of Harrisburg and 
Philadelphia were shut down but 
city schools held classes. 
Harrisburg reported snowfalls 
averaging six inches and there 
was drifting with gusts reaching 
up to 35 miles an hour.

The essence of American Jazz 
— at its swinging, whaling best— 
was demonstrated by some of the 
best musicians in the Delaware 
Valley last night before approxi­ 
mately 90 listeners in the Regional 
Public Library, Levittown Park­ 
way, Levittown. 
Introduced as “the best in the 
Delaware Valley'* area destined 
for “bifdom” someday in New 
York, Artie Roumanis and his or­ 
chestra then proceded to show its 
listeners why. 
From 1st Stages 
Before the program began, the 
audience was greeted by Mrs. 
Donald McCargar. vice president 
af the library board of trustees, 
who turned the microphone over 
to the master of ceremonies and 
lecturer Arthur Frank, musical di­ 
rector at Rider College, Trenton, 
who skillfully and chronologically 
led the orchestra and its listen­ 
ers from the very first stages of 
American Jazz to its present day 
peak. 
Although 
jazz 
music 
blared 
from the innards of the library 
from 7:30 to 10:15, the program 
was officially begun at 8 o'clock. 
Big Mask; Bat 
Acoustics of the library, of 
course, are not that of a huge 
auditorium, but for most listen­ 
ers it was l i k e stepping into a 
giant-sized music box. 
Lovers of jazz bobbed, stomped, 
smiled and snapped their fingers 
and make other rhythmic ges­ 
tures in showing their approval 
of the music. 
What appeared to be a potpour­ 
ri or mishmash of discordant 
notes blaring from the 14-piece 
orchestra, incongrously situated 
in a little book nook, fitted to­ 
gether in a steady rhythm that 
smacked its listeners and brought 
loud claps of appreciation. 
Fear Baste Cowpeas lits 
White individual musicians dem­ 
onstrated the elements of j a z z 
and how it is played, Frank ex­ 
plained that the four basic com­ 
ponents of jazz are rhythm, har­ 
monic structure, the “jazz feel,’ 
and improvisation. 
The Rider College professor point­ 
ed out that the meter of rhythm 
of the orchestra emits from the 
drums, the bass and the accord- 
ion.

Frank said: “It can’t always br 
picked out and pointed to, blk B’s 
tempo of the rhythm is provided 
by the drummer. Tony DeNicota, 
referred to the best drummer ta 
action today, demonstrated “tem­ 
po” with a few raps of his drum 
sticks. 
In explaining harmonic struc­ 
ture. Frank said that chords have 
a certain progression, a certain 
geography or travel plan — that’s 
the girt of it. He said notes go 
together to form chords. 
Ability to “synespate” 
"The jazz feel,” Frank con­ 
tinued, is the musicians ability to 
syncopate.’ a temporary displac­ 
ing or shifting of the regular met­ 
rical accent. 
•This is what gives jazz music 
its terrific kick,” toe professor 
noted. "This is what gives joy 
to jazz." 
Some place in between the regu­ 
lar notes we fold jazz. Frank said, 
“where the notre are bret a little 
and made fiat on purpose." Tbs 
particular type of jazz was re­ 
ferred to as the “Blues.” 
Improvisation, the last of toe 
four components of jazz, is what 


separates a jazz musician from a 
great jazz musician, Frank said. 
Birth Of The Blues 
Taking a cursory swing through 
the history of jazz, Frank ex­ 
plained that it first began during 
the Civil War days when Negroes 
in New Orleans used musical in­ 
struments of that day and com­ 
bined the music of spirituals with 
the march songs of the armies— 
thus, the birth of “Dixieland” red 
the “Blues.” 
Several of toe orchestra, mem­ 
bers demonstrated Dixieland mu­ 
sic by playing “Battle Hymn of 
the Republic,’ 'which drew large 
applause from the listeners. 
Jazz then zipped through a 
brief period of “Ragtime' 'into 
the “big band era” of Jimmy 
Dorsey 
and 
Benny 
Goodman.

again demonstrated 
with the orchestra’s rendition of 
Let's 
Dance,” 
the Goodman 
theme song. 
“Zoo! Salts”
